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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the mvention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of appUcation for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 1-7, 11-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Isohata, 
US. Pat. No. 6,885,909. 

3. Claims 1, 4, 12, 14, 16-18, Isohata teaches a method for operating cooperating, differing 
devices [Fig. 7], particularly of a plant with different controls controlling the same through 
control sequences and in particular with different control clocks {abstract], wherein the clocks of 
the different controls are interpolated on a common system clock and that the control sequences 
are sjoichronized in at least one synchronizing device [abstract, Fig. 1 and related disclosure']. 

4. Claims 2, 13, Isohata teaches operational units of the plant are provided with control 
signals after synchronization following a further interpolation {abstract]. 

5. Claims 3, 19, Isohata teaches the different control clocks of the different controls are 
selected according to a relationship 

IPOi = ni'ttick,ni= 1,2,3,.... 
in which ttick is an integral multiple of a clock of hardware used for performing the method [Fig. 
6 and related disclosure, see abstract also]. 

6. Claims 5, Isohata teaches the axes of the devices are coordinated [abstract, Fig. 1]. 
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7. Claims 6, 15, Isohata teaches synchronization and/or coordination is performed in real 
time [abstract]. 

8. Claims 7, Isohata teaches through the operational units a modified system clock is 
proposed to a coordinating device [abstract. Fig. 1 and related disclosure]. 

9. Claims 11, Isohata teaches in each case a plurality of devices of a specific device type is 
operated [see the devices of Fig. 1]. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

10. Claims 8-10, 20-21 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims.
